ORDER

Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 807 KAR 5:076, Citizens National Bank

has applied for an initial rate for sewer service to the Villas of Woodson Bend. Finding

that further proceedings are necessary to determine the reasonableness of the

proposed rates and that a procedural schedule shoui'd be established to ensure the

orderly review of Citizens National Bank's application, the Commission HEREBY

ORDERS that:

1, This proceeding is established to review the reasonableness of Citizens

National Bank's proposed rate."

2, Commission Staff shall not prepare a report on the proposed rate.

3. The parties shall have 20 days from the date of this Order to file

comments on the proposed rate with the Commission or to request a hearing in this

matter.

4. Unless a party requests a hearing in this matter within 20 days of the date

of this Order, this matter shall be submitted for decision upon the existing record.

No action is necessary to suspend the effective date of Citizens National
Bank's proposed rates for general water service. Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:076, Section
7(1), an applicant who applies for a rate adjustment pursuant to the procedures set forth
in 807 KAR 5:076 may not place its proposed rates into effect until the Commission
approves those rates or six months from the date of the filing of its application.
